THE WAR CRISIS.

Cowplete Diplomstico Huptare Hetween
Aunnirian and Prossin— fhe Austrinn
Minister to Lenve Berlin—-DNMaoulty of
The Mivor Ntates of Germany.

From the London Times, June 18.

The diplomatic rupture between Prussia and
Austrin I8 now complete.  Yesterday, Count
Karolyi, the Austrian Minwster at Berlin, asked
for his pas=ports, and he will leave Berhn, with
all the legation, to-day. Such a consummation
was to be expected, after the correspondence

which has pussed between the two Gov-
ernments duripg  the Iasl few days, The
despatch of COount Bismark went beyood

every such document we have ever rend
in discourtesy, iuveetive, and proyocation;
and it has been replied to by Count Meusdor(l in
& more gunrded style, but in language which
shows offended pride and upeconguerable resolu-
tion, The Austrian Minister tor Fereign Atfairs
makes 4 solemn protest sgainst tha proceedings
in Holsteln, and the statetnents by which it has
been attempted to jusitiy them. He declines all
responalbility for the consequences, aud declares
that for months Prussia has taken up a position
which endangered the former sottlement, In
coneclusion; Count Mensdorfl reserves to the
Imperial Government the right of taking such
stepe ut may be found necessary, since nothing
remaing for Auetria but to gelend her honor and
guard hor rights from contempt,

Viewed hv the light shed on it by this despaloh,
the recall of Count Karolvl |s an event of grave
importance. It notonly puts an end to necotin
tion, but even to communication. 1t would
seemn to show that Austria will not walt to be
sctuslly sttackid, but looks upon the breach of

the Convention as an act of war, which justifes
her in retaliating at any point and with all her
strength, Pruseis wae, it ¢ said, sbout to send
an whmatum to Viennu; but Vienna has anti-
cipated any such missive.

GATIBALDI AT COMO—THE SOUTHERN TYROL OF

AURLIIA AND HEAD OF THE QUADRILATERAL

TUREATENED,
From the London Timea, June 18,

The telegrams from Italy last evening an-
nounce the arrival ol General Garibaldi ot
Como. The inwelligence could haraly be more
portentous, Garibuldi at Como Is on the very
theatre of his most brilllant exploits ol tormer
diye, Whenever the Itullans took the feld
aguinst Austrin, G¢ in 1845 and 1859, toe frdt aim
of their guerilla leaders was the occupation of
that Boutnern Itshinn Tyrol, which constitutes
geographieally, but not politieally, a part of
the Lombardo Venetiun  kingdom. Thrown
out like & vast wedge from the malo
chain of the Alps at the Bremner, the ter
ritory of the Trento and Roveredo, called by
the Germans the Walech or 2ud-Tyrol, consista
mainly of the valley of the Adize, closed in on
both gldes by enormous mountain ridges, border-
ing on the west with the Valtellina and the
Lombard valleys of Bergamo and Brescia, nnd
on the east with the Venetian provinces of Bel-
luno, Vicenza, and Verona. This narrow gorge
of the Adige, with all its surrounding mountuin
mueges, was known m old Roman times, and
still betler In the pa'my duys ol the German
emplre, ag the main gate of Ialy (le Chivse o
Italia), the Upper March of Verono: and it con-
st tutes even al the present day the principal
head of that lormidable system of fortresses
which bears the name of the Quadrilatersl.
Were Garibaldi and the Itallans ever to post
themseives stronely on those mouutning, the
liberation of Venetin would be wmore than hali
achieved,

The plan of Garibaldi’s campnign, it has been
siid, is two-fold—a mountain wirfare in Southern
Tyrol, and & maritime ¢xpedition up the Adriatic.
There are some who stuppose that a landiog is
contemplated on the coasts or Istria or Dalmatia,
or even lower down in Montenegro, or in the
Tu kish provincees, What sympathy or support
the Italtans mght meet with among those half
civilized and hardly known tribes we deem it
idie 1o inquire. At all events, it 18 difficalt to
concelve bow any movement in those parts,
unless it led Lo o general Insurrection, could be
muade subservient to the success of the main
undertaking in the Venetinn mainland. 1t would
germ lor wore probable that a coup dé main is
intended on =ome point or points of the coast
between Trieste and Venice,

Along o]l that Venetisn shore, np to the
moiiths of the manF streams that flow down
upon v from the Alps, the Plave. the Taglia.
wanto, the lsoneo, elo., smple Hold is opon fop
{‘he darimg leats ol irregular warlare. By land-
ing now at one spol, now at anether, aud cui-
ting up the ronds and railrond that run along
the shere, all intercourse between Venice and
Trieste, and consequently Vienona, migut be in-
terrupted, and by reaching the mountams from
which epring the Piave and others of those
rivers, the maritme volunteess could easily
place themeelves in concert with those of fhe
Caccintorl dello Apolvio and Cacciutor: del
Tonale who mifhl succeed in forcing thelir way
from the Trentine valleys into those of Bassano
and Belluno. In the present frame of mind of
the Venetian population, e:pecially in the
Friuli, they would be sure of as warm and cor
dial a welcome as they met with on the same
battle-fieids in the short but unfortunate, but
not inglorious campaign of 1848,
